The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: it is deemed 
novel and unobvious over the prior art of record to so perform a method of making a 
part comprising the steps of placing an insert having a first coefficient of thermal 
expansion and sides and an open top and a bottom surface into a first mold cavity, 
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injecting an insulating composition into the first mold cavity to bond to the bottom 
surface and the sides of the insert, to form a layer of an expanded compressible 
polymer with the insert layer having sides and a bottom to expose the open top, and 
injecting a part composition, having a second coefficient of thermal expansion different 
from the insert, over the bottom and the sides of the insulating layer to expose the open 
top of the insert and isolate the insert from the part whereby the insulating layer adapts 
to differences in thermal expansion between the insert and the part, as claimed in claim 
1.
